EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


ANENT LIBRARY GATHERINGS. 


Certain comments would seem in order re- 
garding library conventions, state association 
meetings, and other occasions designed as oppor- 
tunities for those in library work to gain inspira- 
tion and added knowledge in the special fields 
in which work is carried on. 

Isn’t it time to cry ‘‘halt’”’ to the increasing ten- 
dency at library association meetings towards 
elaborate and formal style of dress? On recent 
occasions ladies and gentlemen have remained at 
home because they did not care to provide them- 
selves with the number of gowns and suits that 
apparently have come to be regarded as essential 
to attendance, in order not to be conspicuous in the 
matter of ‘‘good form” observance. At the Con- 
ference at Brussells one expects more formality in 
such matters, considering its international aspect, 
but in home affairs, either state or national, it 
seems as if we sometimes belittled the profession 
by too great insistence on these minor points. It 
is deplorable that the day of suit cases and sim- 
plicity of dress is so rapidly passing. Is there no 
via media? Could not our notices of meetings 
state that they are informal and full dress not 
expected. 

Cannot our committees of arrangements find re- 
sorts where outside accommodation at less than 
the ‘‘$3.00 upward” can be had by those who 
want the benefits of meetings and acquaintance, 
but who have but meagre salaries? 

Then the growing number of trade representa- 
tives in attendance is noticeable. These gather- 
ings are purely for library folk, and the presence 
of the booksellers, or binders, is allowed, but there 
is a tendency among a few of these ‘‘outside mem- 
bers’’ to carry business too far, forgetting the 
social nature of the meeting. They talk shop to 
the point of boredom. The general feeling of 
librarians is that their better way would be to let 
shop alone unless a question is asked of them or to 
confine all business to the room or corner where the 
exhibit of their books or materials is displayed. 
All would then be free to come to see and talk 
without having the feeling that no nook or corner 
was safe from the omnipresent book or bindery 
agent’s buttonholing, not even out in a boat 


or in a woodland path nor yet at dinner. It would 
appear the best policy for firms sending repre- 
sentatives to chose men who could dance (for 
eligible partners, masculine, are sorely needed) 
and to reckon acquaintance gained a valuable 
asset in future business dealings by letter or by 
visit in business hours. N.
